LEOPOLDVILLE, The Congo 
(AP)—Thirty missionaries, badly 
beaten by rebel soldiers, have 
been rescued by United Nations 
troops from the anarchy of Kivu 
Province, a U. N. spokesman said 
Friday. 


They brought out with them 
stories of being held in their 
homes without food, and of a 
fanatical sect of 100 pagans on the 
rampage in Kivu vowing to kill 
all whites. The missionaries were 
rescued by a U. N. Malayan pa- 
trol at Kasongo and taken 100 
miles to a U. N. refugee station 
at Kindu. 


The nationalities of the mission- 
aries were not established in re- 
ports reaching Leopoldville. The 
United Nations first reported 23 of 
them were Americans but later 
retracted this statement. Some 
American missionaries are known 
to be in the remote reaches of 
Kivu, which nominally at least is 
under the control of Antoine Gi- 
zenga, the Moscow-backed rebel 
chief in Stanleyville. 


At least another 30 missionaries 
of various nationalities are in the 
trouble zone of Kivu and church 
authorities have expressed fears 
for their safety.

Letson appeared on a panel at 
a meeting of Active Voters to dis- 
cuss school desegregation. 


Letson stressed that plans for 
the meetings still are tentative, 
but he said they call for inviting 
parents to join in the meetings 
‘and let us have the opportunity 
to present facts’ about desegre- 
gation. 


Letson said plans are being 
made to approach Parent-Teacher 
Associations and other adult 
groups to discuss the court’s de- 
segregation order. 


SESSIONS UNDERWAY 

The schools superintendent said 
briefing sessions for teachers are 
underway and some “informal” 
meetings of student leaders 
planned. 


Letson called attention to an in- 
itialed articled in the current Is- 
sue of the newsletter “Atlanta 
Public Schools in Focus’’, in which 
he urged students to prepare for 
desegregation by holding open dis- 
cussions. 

He told the Active Voters meet- 
ing that “officially the school 
system will not tolerate anything 
less” than “right conduct’ when 
schools desegregate. In this con- 
nection.

They wrote to Pierre Salinger, White House press secretary, 
asking for an appointment and an interview with him for their 
campus newspaper, the Red and Black. 


Salinger, one of the busiest men in Washington, graciously 
granted them an interview and an appointment at 10:15 a.m. 


President Kennedy is even busier than Salinger, so the pretty 
young coeds didn’t get to meet him. But it.was the next best thing. 


Under a pre-arrangement with Salinger, the guards on the 
gates admitted Jennie and Mary to the White House grounds and 
they were ushered into the executive offices in the rambling west

There, seated in the lobby, they waited their turn, while official 
callers arrived to see either the President or Salinger, and news- 
paper reporters and photographers either strolled casually in and 
out or rushed hurriedly in and out, depending on their deadlines.

Press Conterences 


Bigger, Noisier 


WASHINGTON—The presidential press con- 
ference is getting bigger and noisier all the time. 
Every time the President pauses in one of the 


question-and-answer games, at least 47 reporters bounce oft-sides and 
shout ‘“‘Mr. President,” thereby cutting the poor man down in mid- 
flight. And perpetuating the popular idea that reporters are not 


only unreadable but unspeakable. 

Of course, we are actually as 
refined and gentle as Whistler’s 
mother, but the TV audience, ap- 
parently unaccustomed to vio 
lence, has been complaining that 
we act like a pack of district at- 
torneys working over a criminal. 

The problem here is primarily 
one of mathematics, and not of 
manners. Outside of the govern- 
ment itself, the newspapers and 
periodicals are the biggest em- 
ployers in Washington. There are 
more reporters here than lobby- 
its and they no longer cover the 
President: they smother him. 

Woodrow Wilson, who started 
the presidential press conference 
with a cry for “‘pitiless publicity,”’ 
could seat the whole White House 
press corps of those days around 
his fireside. Franklin Roosevelt 
stood them up around his desk 
in the executive office of the 
White House. Harry Truman and 
Dwight D. Eisenhower had to 
move them to the comparatively 
small Indian Treaty Room of the 
old State Department Building, 
But now the mob has got so large 
that Kennedy has them in an au- 
ditorilum almost as big as Car- 
negie Hall. 

Asking questions in it is like 
making love in Grand Central Sta- 
tion. The President is confronted 
by a firing squad of television 
cameras. Behind him are two 
long-distance microphones that 
look like antitank guns, and be- 
tween him and the reporters is a 
moat as wide as a canyon. 

In the Indian Treaty Room you 
could see the. whites of the Presi- 
dent’s eyes. Then, too, the report- 
ers jumped up and said ‘Mr. 


President,” but he was close 
enough so that when he looked 
directly at a man everybody knew 
which one he was recognizing for 
the next question. 

This is no longer true. When 
Kennedy looks beyond the first 
couple of rows and indicates the 
next questioner, there are at least 
a dozen men in his line of vision, 
and the one who gets in is usually 
the character with the loudest 
voice and not necessarily the best 
question. 

It is difficult to limit the re 
porters; the small dailies have as 
much right as the big dailies to 
be represented. It is hard to go 
back to the Hoover system of 
written questions without losing 
spontaneity. And it is too much 
to expect the President to call the 
questioners by name, though he 
is tending to do that more and 
more. 

Pending a revolutionary trans- 
formation of human nature, the 
problem could be solved by a 
drastic cut of reporters or by 
building in the cellar of the execu- 
tive office, or in the courtyard of 
the old State Department across 
the street, a small theater-in-the- 
round, with steep sides like an 
operating theater in a teaching 
hospital.

Kennedy Setting 
Welfare Records 


WASHINGTON—The number and scope of the 
national welfare programs proposed to Congress 
by President Kennedy foreshadow that he will 


breuk 7 presidential record in this field. And if the bulk of his 
proposals are legislated, the federalization of services which long 
were locally bestowed may reach a historical peak during his 


tenure. 


This trend is consistent with 
principles espoused by the Demo- 
cratic Party majority since the 
1930s and with! the political 
philosophy Kennedy expounded in 
the 1960 campaign. 

The President at this week’s 
news conference indicated a con- 
viction that voters prefer his pro- 
grams, and that obstructions in 
Congress are artificial creations 
of “well-organized” special in- 
terest groups. But it is more likely 
that they are honest projections 
of continuing doubts of the general 
soundness of expanding federalism 
into local services. 

Some public opinion samplings

Acceptable Social Fib Differs 
From Wild, Wooly Whopper 


This is the seventh of 12 articles excerpted from “Datebook’s Complete Guide to Dat- 


ing,” edited by Art Unger, discussing, in frank detail, 


the rules, problems, emotions and 


techniques of the complex institution of dating. 


“Hello. Yes, this is Sue. George? Oh, 
George Stanton!” 


Oh, no, you think! Not that drip! This boy 
is the bottorn of the well, the not-so-living end. 

You find yourself in a conversation head- 
ing toward a disastrous conclusion. He is go- 
ing to ask you for a date! You can’t stop him! 

Then it.gomes. ‘““Would you like to go to a 
movie with*me this Saturday night?”’ he asks, 
tentatively. George is very shy and you realize 
how much of an effort it has been for him to 
get to the point. 


“Well. ..uwth.. .” you fumble idiotically. 
You don’t have a date but you don’t want one 
with him. Yet, somehow, you just can’t get out 
the words which would constitute a refusal. 
So, what do you say? 


Chances are you say: “Yes, George, I'd 
love to.”” And you’re miserable. 


TELL THE TRUTH? 

What would the absolute truth have sounded 
like if you had been able to blurt it out? 

“No, George, I wouldn’t like te go to a 
movie with you. I don’t have a date for Satur- 
day night but I'd rather not accept one with 
you because you’re just too kiddish, besides 
being two inches shorter than me. Your finger- 
nails are always dirty, your clothes are rocky 
while I go for the Ivy look, your conversation 
centers around things like cars and basketball, 
neither of which I can discuss intelligently. 
And besides, tonight is only Wednesday and 
there’s a good chance I might still get a call 
from somebody else. Anyway, I'd rather go 
to the movie with my girl friend, Debbie, than 
risk having a deadly time with you. So, thanks, 
but no thanks.” 


But, really, you could never actually say 
that! 


What could you have said? A_ perfectly 
acceptable answer would have been: “Sorry, 
George, but I’ve already made other plans.” 

But that’s a lie, you say. And you've been 
brought up to be truthful, even when it hurts. 
So, why should you break your own high stand- 
ard for a boy who means nothing to you? 


The answer is simple: that boy is a human 
being who can be hurt. 


A PLEASANT PROBLEM 

At first thought, refusing a date may seem 
like a very pleasant problem. And maybe you 
haven't even come up against it very much. 
But every girl does. And usually it isn’t until 
that moment when the unwanted question has 
been asked and the expected silence just lies 
there in the phone, waiting, that the prob- 
lem really hits you. 


You’ve got to choose among three basic al- 
ternatives: (1) accept the date; (2) refuse the 
date by telling the truth; (3) refuse the date 
by telling something other than the truth. 


Let’s get one thing straight—there’s a big 
difference between the acceptable social fib 
and a silly white lie or wild-and-wooly whop- 
per. And you’ve got to be able to draw that 
line. 

A social fib is one which, without harm- 
ing anybody, soothes a social situation by 
withholding a biting truth. We all know that 
truth, merely for the sake of truth, can some- 
times be an unnecessarily cruel thing. So, why 
not use the social fib to ease a dating refusal? 


You use the social fib in other areas. For 
instance, your best friend is preparing to go to 
the big prom and you go over to help her 
dress. You've never seen her gown before, 
but when she finally puts it on you realize 
that it is just not your cup of tea. In fact, 
you hate it. But she’s on Cloud 9, in high 
spirits, dancing around the room as if she 
were Cinderella. 


“Isn’t this the most?” she may ask. “Don’t 
you think it’s a lovely dress?” 

You hesitate, gulp just a little and say 
“Yes, it’s just lovely.” 


You’ve told an untruth. But, we think, a jus- 
tifiable one—an evasion of the truth which 
prevented somebody from being unnecessarily 
hurt. We call it a social fib. 


WHAT TO SAY 

Just what exactly do you say? Well, for 
most girls, the words come pretty easy be- 
cause you can base them on your own habits. 
There are innumerable possibilities. And the 
best bet is always to try to say as little as 
possible that is specific. Here are some sug- 
gestions. 


I’ve got other plans for that night. 


I’m going away for the day (or the week- 
end). 


I’m not feeling well (or, have a cold com- 
ing on). 

I’ve got so much homework, I can’t go out 
till I catch up. 


I’m going steady (better use this one only 
on boys who are not in your own crowd or 
you'll have to name the steady). 


Okay, so you told one of the social fibs. 
Then, the next week he calls again. What do 
you do? 


Well, you just tell him another one. And 
another, the next time he calls. He'll finally 
get the point, or at least get tired of asking. 


RUNAWAY FIBS 

The social fib can take on almost epic 
proportions unless you are careful not to let it 
run away from you. You must constantly re- 
main on guard against letting it build. As we 
have pointed out, the minimum of informa- 
tion is your best insurance against any em- 
barrassing situations. 


One gal, for instance, somehow allows her- 
self to say things like: — 


“Sorry, I’m busy Saturday night. My 
cousin’s roommate’s brother is supposed to 
take me to some mysterious party. He’s bring- 
ing me a message from my cousin. It'll be 
a big bore, I know, but I’ve just got to zo 
because the message is important. And I do 
want to know what kind of party it’s going to 
turn out to be.” 


This gal is setting herself up for a call the 
next week. “Well,” he will say, “how was the 
party? What was the message?”’ 


Another girl we've heard about feels so 
guilty about her fibbing that she tries to make 
up for it with compliments. 


“Sorry,’” she may say, “I’m dated up for 
the rest of the week. But, they’re all such aw- 
ful fellows! I'd much rather go out with you, 
but I just can’t break the dates. So sorry.” 
This girl is even likely to end up by saying 
“Why don’t you call me again some time?”’ 


She deserves what she gets—another call 
next week and the necessity to go through the 
routine all over again. 


Never, never evade the issue by asking the 
boy to call back. If you know you are going 
to refuse, it’s unfair to him to say that you 
have a tentative date and will know for sure 
in two days. As a matter of fact, it’s not fair 
to do that if you are only hoping someone else 
will ask you for a date before he calls back. 


That’s a fib—but one being used for selfish 
reasons rather than to avoid hurting somebody. 
Say yes or no. Maybe is okay only if there is 
a legitimate reason, 


Just remember—you don’t have to lower 
your basic standards of truthfulness at all. 
Simply recognize that dating and all the atti- 
tudes that go with it are part of the art of daily 
living. And just as you must know how to ac- 
cept a date graciously, you must know how 
to refuse one.

Counselors are putting increas- 
ing emphasis on preparation for 
college admission and the plac- 
ing of students in schools com- 
patible to their interests. 
ENTRANCE EXAMS 

College entrance exams are 
being required by an increasing 
number of colleges and univer- 
sities. It is a good idea for the 
student to take these exams in 


both his junior and senior years, 
in order to make the best pos- 
sible showing. The first test re- 
sults will show spots of weak- 
ness which can be worked out 
in the senior year so that the 
jump to college will be easier. 


College Entrance Exami- 
nation Board tests are given 
nationwide, once or twice dur- 
ing most months of the year. 


Several Southern colleges 
have adopted programs of early 
entrance to attract outstanding 
high school students. 


Duke University offers such a 
plan to any promising high 
school senior whose first choice 
is Duke, whose school record is 
excellent, who has done well in 
the junior year College Board 
Examinations and who has the 
recommendation of the high 
school where he or she is cur- 
rently enrolled. 


Under the Duke plan, a stu- 
dent files the following papers 
between May 15 and September 
15, preceding his senior year of 
high school: An application for 
admission to the university, ac- 
companied by an application 
processing fee of $10; a letter 
from the student stating that 
Duke is his or her first choice 
and that, if accepted, he will 


HON) Take College Entrance Exams Twice 


enroll: the student’s school rec- 
ord through the junior year; the 
high school’s recommendation 
and a report of scores on the 
Scholastic Aptitude Test and 
three Achievement Tests of the 
College Entrance Examination 
Board. 


WAKE FOREST PROGRAM 


At Wake Forest College in 
Winston-Salem, N.C., there is 
a program which allows college 
credit for certain advanced 
courses taken in high school 
and tested under the Advanced 
Placement Program of the Col- 
lege Entrance Examination 
Board. Students take the 
courses and examinations and 
then apply to college for credit 
and advanced placement on the 
basis of their performance. 


Stetson University in Deland, 
Fla., also has an early admis- 
sion and Advanced Studies pro- 
gram supported by the National 
Science Foundation. This sum- 
mer program offers high school 
juniors, in eight weeks, two full- 
year courses — one in English 
and one in either mathematics 
or Problems of American Dem- 
ocracy. 


Successful completion of these 
courses gives them sufficient 
credit to enter Stetson or other 
universities ahead of time.

VATICAN CITY (AP)—L’Osser- 
vatore Romano said Friday Hun- 
gary’s Communist authorities are 
increasing pressures against the 
Roman Catholic Church in that 
country. 


The Vatican paper said “‘it can 
be affirmed with certainty” that 
communism in Hungary is putting 
“violent pressures against bishops 
who are formally free, but, in 
reality, prisoners of bureaucracy 
and of a police apparatus.” 


The task of these organizations, 
said L’Osservatore, is “‘to bend 
the bishops definitely to the in- 
tolerable arbitrariness of an athe- 
istic-inspired power.”
